under which the shipping trade is suf- 
fering, ‘These arise from the super 
abundance of all kinds of v For 
some years past Englan 
turning out enormous quantities of 
steam tonnage; France, Germany, and 
in a lesser degree Italy have also been 
increasing their steamship trade, the 
first by a system of bounties on a most 
liberal scale, It seemed as if a large 
number of more or less rich people 
thought it was ouly necessary to pro- 
vide tonnage, aud passenger and goods 
freight would develop itself in the same 
degree, There bas, no doubt, beou n 
large increase in the traffic of the world 
of late years, but not sufficient to keep 
pree with the augmentation of shipping. 
Hence freights have for a considerable 
time been what is called ruinopsly 









































low, and there duos uot seem any 


prospect of immediate improvement, 
In every market in the world that we 
know of steam tonnage is offering at 
very low rates, and it is very seldom 
and ouly for short periods uow a days 
that shipowners hinge a chance of re- 
covering the losses made in one port 
by the higher freights their ships earn, 
at the same time iu another trade.

vantage of them, and the Council might 
well bear the cost, which in any case could 
not be very great.

Early on Mouday morning a jiuricsha- , 
coolie. was stopped by a native police- 
man, who proceeded in accordance with

years old. On inquiry it was found that 
the body had been given to the cvolie 
by the child’s father, for the purpose of 
being conveyed into’ the country and de- 
posited in the fields somewhere. The 
jinricsha-man and the dead child’s father 
were subsequently brought up before Huang 
and Mr. Giles at the Mixed Court, The 
police stated that the father had informed 
them that the child died that moruing of 
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cholera; but the father stated in Court 
that the child had been ill fora month, 
and he did not know what it died off. 
Mr. Giles, after reading the Municipal 
regulations relating to jinricshas, remarked 
that there appeared to be no rules as to 
what could be carried ina jinricsha, but 
the coolie was sentenced ‘to ten days’ 
imprisonment for committing a dangerous 
nuisance. ‘The father was remanded until 
next morning, in order that a native doctor 
might be called to give evidence as to the 
complaint from which the child died 
although Mr, Giles remarked that he did 
not suppose the doctor would know much 
about it. The father of the child was 
evontually ordered by tho magistrate to 
compensate the owner of the jinricsha for 
the loss of his vehicle, which had been 
destroyed by the Police.

AxtzovaH a strict adherence to the 
brief code known as ‘Rules for the 
Mixed Court at Shanghai’ is of very 
high importance. ander present condi- 
tions, it ia undeniable that the rales 
themselves are by no menus so clear, 
80 comprehensive, or in any way 80 
satisfactory as might be wished. ‘The 
mero fact, indeed, that the code consists 
of no more than ton clanses, aud those 
exceedingly. short, is in itself evidence 
that the guidance provided for us is 
insufficient ; while a careful perasal of 
the document itself confirms the im- 
pression very strongly. However, such 
fs it ig, it is above all things necessary 
should be known, pending that 
ision which we all hope may be 
applied to it in the not very distant 
fature.

certain rales to be drawn up by the 
latter offiver and the Consuls, and sub- 
mitted to the approval of the Tao-t’ai. 
It is important that this should be 
known, Nothing is rid about any 
sentence passed upon a foreiguor by the 
Mixed Oourt magistrate being opon to 
appeal to a Consal, and the follow. 
ing sentence, while it amuses, does 
not reassure us. We are told that, in 
the interests of justice, native aud 
foreigner must in this respect be treated 
with ™ prefect” (sic) impartiality. We 
do not know what prefect impartiality 
may be like, but we have had several 
specimens lately of Sub-prefect impar- 
tiality, and these bave not given us @ 
very high opinion of it, Oue mo:

‘THE DERBY. 
Ox Wednesday the most celebrated horse 
raco in the world was ran on Banstead 
Downs, When thetwelfth Harlof Derby, 
he who married Miss Farren the actress, 
established the stakes, of fifty sovereigns 
for each horse, which afterwards bore his 
name, he certaiuly did not foresee the 
popularity which the race would attain 
all over the world, wherever English- 
men are, and protty nearly everywhere 
the English Inugunge is spoke. The 
first Derby was run on Thursday 
the 4th May, 1780, and was wou 
by Sir Charles Bunbary’s Diomed in a 
field of nine, The race was then over 
the last mile of the Epsom course and 
the weights only 8 stove for colts and 
7 stone 11 Ibs. for fillies, But four years 
afterwards the distauce was increased 
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half-n-mile and the weights raised three 
pounds, ‘Lhe length of the course hns 
remained about the enme during the 
Inet hundred years, but the weights 
havesevoral tinies been increased, andare 
now, ns everybody knows, 8 stone 10 
Ibs, fur colts and 8 stoue 5 Ibs. for 
fillies. ‘Tho 'T'wenty-second Derby was 
wou in 1801 by « filly, Eleanor, but 
fifty-six yeurs elapsed before another 
of ‘ise eune sex, the famous Blink 
Bonny, accomplished the sme suc- 
cess, aud twenty-five years passed 
before Shotover followed their ex- 
ample. Both Eleanor and Blink 
Bonny won the Ouks as well as the 
Derby, the Iutter distancing her field. 
With the exception of the year 1800, 
when a horse called Champion wou the 
Derby and St. Leger, the double evont 
was not onrried off by, the eamo animal 
until 1848, when Surplice von—the colt 
whose victory in the Derby drew, from 
Lord Georgo Bentinck that “superb 
groan” which Mr, Disraeli ins made 
Historic; and in the two following yours 
the Flying Datebman and Voltigear 
carried off both races. Their doing eo 
dispelled what was becoming a matter 
of faith among racing mon, who have 
peculiar superstitions,—that the two 
ruces would never again be carried off 
by the same colt, the accomplishment 
of this by Champion baving somehow 
come, to be regarded by them as’a flake 
that could not be repeated, Iu 1853 
the victories of West Australian in the 
Two Thousand Quinens, the Derby, and 
the St. Leger killed another supersti- 
tion among turf men, many of whom 
had, up Lill then, a settled belief in 

ity of Uhe triple event 
being onrried off by one horse. Since 
Australian’s yonr Gladiatear 
aud Lord Lyou have won the three 
races, and since that time there is 
only one superstition among racing 
mon, in which anything like universal 
faith is reposed, aud that is the impossi- 
bility of an unuamed colt winning the 
Derby. ‘Chree very good colts have in 
recent times been withont names on the 
evoof the gront race. Favonius in 1871 
was known only as the Zephyr colt up 
to almost the ringi ug of the saddling 
bell; Pell Mell in the following year 
was ‘only named a day or two before 
the race; and Kisber, in 1876, wns, 
if wo remember rightly, the Mineral 
colt, up to the morning of the race, Ou 
all hese:occasions the greatest auxiety 
wag displayed by thousands of poople 
in every rank of life, lest their owner 
should send them unnamed to the 
starting post. Aud the admirers of 
the,colts no doubt beard with much 
satisfaction that their owners had 
listened to the reasonable represen- 
tations made to them, aud- giren 
them names, ‘There is also an opi 
among racing men, but one not quite 
universally held, that no badly numed 
colt can win the Derby; and there is 
certainly an absence of vulgar or 
slaugy. names among the victors, such 
‘as are to be occasionally found borne by 
the winners of other races, , The greater 









































number of the Derbys lave fallen to 
noblemen and gentlemen of position, 
but professional betting men, publicans, 
and others of equally respectuble classes 
have on several occasions secured. the. 
prize, It is with these men that the 
stories of the rasenlity practised in 
connection with the race are associated ; 
the tales of ils having been won by four 
year ulds and by jockeys who voutrived 
to get possession of loaded whips on 
their rond, back to weigh in, in. order 
to ennble them to draw, the weight, 
Ou four occasions, to say nothing of 
the notorious Rawning Rein. case, the 
Derby is said to have been won by 
four-yenr olds, viz., twice at the begi 
ning of the contury by horses belonging 
to Lord. Egremont, whose trainer con- 
fessed to the fraud when dy’ but 
declared his Lordabip to. hnye, been 
ignorant of it; in 1833 by Dangerous, 
and in 1889 by Bloomsbury, ‘bath 
belonging to betting men, 
‘There is probably no race, or 
anything coming within the desi 
of sport, in which luck or the ouprice 
of fortune seems to have been so potent 
n the winning of the Derby... Some 
it fortunes” aud. devoted 
all that skill could do to secure the race, 
and have failed. ‘Chore is little ques- 
tion that the late Lord Derhy would 
rather have won it than, have .be 
of England, Lord Palmers- 
e his political rival, was. am- 
bitious of the prize, while the names 
of Lord George Bentinek, Lords, Exeter 
and Glasgow will occur, with several 
others, to readers of sporting works as 
those of men who, in spite of lavish ex- 
penditure, were disappointed year after 
nd Mr, Bowes 
won his frst Derby with Mandig soon 
second eight 
yenra afterwards, and in 1852 and 
1853, Daniel O'Rourke aud, Weat Aus- 
tralian carried his colours first past the 
post. Since then be hns had many 
‘suppointments aud uo victories in the 
the Derby. Sir Joseph Hawley also 
won the race four times ; and in recent 
duje Mr. Jumes Merry, the Dake of 
Westminster and Lord Falmouth were 
twice successful, But tha most extraor. 
dinary instance of good fortane was that 
of Mr. Popham, the owner of Wild Day- 
rell,a geutleman who had never.owned 
a race horse befure, who trained the oolt 
in his park, and had him ridden the 
race by one of his stable boys, ‘The suc- 
cess of Iroquois three years ago was 
remarkable in its way, for though ‘not 
the first horse that bis owner had ruu 
in England, he was the first that 
had started for the Derby, and to win 
at the first trial was a gront picco of 
good fortune, and must have .made 
many envious who had borne many 
disappointments on Epsom race course. 
That fortunes have been lost on the 
turf goes without saying, aud it is 
improbable that any gentlemav, even 
those who have heen mést. fortunate 
in winning races and in betting,

‘The greatness of the distress requiring 
extraordinary measures to alleviate it, an 
appeal for assistance has been made to the

Mr. Houtmay said it might not be out 
of place to lay before the members of the 
Club, of whom he had the houour to be 
one, the manner in which they proposed 
to work this scheme. It was proposed 
to build a separate dressing-room open 
into the present dressing-room. With 
regard to. the Club servants, the police 
were stalwart and able eiough to do 
moat rowing clubs did at home, put their 
own boats in the water, if the servants 
happened to be engaged on behalf of the 
members. They hoped in a little timo, 
after the initial expenses had been got 
over, to build boats for the police ; but 
of course there was the question of how 
the funds were to bo raised. They did 
not ask the Club to do this for nothing ; it 
was his intention to suggest to his col- 
leagues of the Watch Committee that a 
‘annual donation of at least Tis, 100 should 
be given to the Club. One member had 
suggested that the Municipality should 
build a boat-house, and spoke. of their 
being rich ; but he could not know much 
about it, because as a mutter of fact they 
were in a. state of impecuuiosity terrible to 
behold, The proposal would bring into 
the rowing world of Shanghai » wonderful 
influx of fresh blood, There would svon 
bo sixty or sevauty police; some of whom 
were Newcastle dd born oarsmen, 
and he thought it would be a great ad- 
vantage to admit them on these terms. 
The Athletic Club and Gymnasium and 
Cricket Club had met them very hand- 
aomely and he hoped the Rowing Club 
would also, ‘They were inost anxious, for 
the ‘sake of the community, to get these 
healthful and honest recreation, and 
thought in the long run it. would be 
found to reflect advantageously upon 
themselves, 

Mr. Dovorox remarked with regard to 
the question of disqualifying: themsely 
as amateurs, according to books on rowing 
they would not disqualify themselves ; but 
it would be open to clubs at home to object 
to them if they rowed ‘with what were 
called “‘ tradesmen amateurs.”

STRANDING OF TIE STEAMER “POSANG,” 
‘The Hoihow, Captain Varden, from Swae 
tow, arrived nt Woosung on Wednesday 
night, and at her wharf yesterday morning, 
Teported the stranding of the Indo- 
China S.N. Co.’s steamer Posang, Captain 
Irvine, from Hongkong to Shaughai. vid 
Swatow. The Posang left Swatow about 
two hours ahead uf the Hoihow, but the 
latter vessel appears to have made better 
time, for off the Haeshins the Posang 
was only a little way ahead. A fo 
having set in, the Hoihow anchored S.8.W. 
of ‘Longting from 1.30 am. to 10,30 
e then made for 
ne Poscng 


‘The Peesng 
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was then on the N.E, 
oue mile south of the Fisherman group of 
Islands aud about four miles distant from 
Steep Island. It appears that the Posang 
struck on the rock during a dense fog 
at 3.15 on the morning of the 27th 
instant, as, owing to the fog, Steep Island 
light could not be seen. Captain Varden 
had his boats lowered, and sent them 
with the Chief Officer to see if he 
could render any assistance. When the 
Acihow first saw tho .stranded steamer 
it was soon after noon, and she stood by 
for the rest of the day and took off a num- 
ber of passengers, mails and treasure ; but 
sho was not able to take them all that day, as 
thick woather set in, so 8! 
and anchored for the ni 
morning, she got up steam, returned to the 
‘Posang, aud took off the remainder of the 
passengers aud Mr. R. Craig, the Chief 
Engineer, finally leaving for Shanghai 
at 8 a.m, on the 20th. ‘The passengers 
were Mr, Johuston and Miss Mitchell, aud 
about seventy-five Chinese, and the treasure 
consisted of six boxes. ‘The Hoihow also 
brought up four of the Posang’s boats. On 
hier way up, she met the Seewo off Bouham 
at noon on’ Wednesday and reported the 
accident to the Pusang, and Captain 
Mitchell then proceeded to’ her assistance. 
Where the Posang now is, is a ledge of rocks 
with about seven fathoms of water off it, 
though it is only the fore part of the vessel 
that is ashore, there being apparently 
enty of water under her stern. Right 
in front of the bow is a steep rock, and 
the vessel is close to it. ‘The fore com- 
partment is full of water, but the Posang 
is a strong ship, and her water tight 
compartments have prevented the water 
running aft, We believe it is not known 
in Shanghai how much she is damaged, as 
the injury is well below the water line; 
but the tide at high water flows over her 
main deck forward. 

‘Yesterday afteruoon the tugboat Fulilee, 
with pumping year, and towing the Flodden, 
proceeded to the stranded vessel. Me. Craig, 
with Me, Armstrong of the Od Dock, went 
in her. 
nthe morning a telegram was received 
from Hongkong stating that the Pusang 
had been lost, and asking for particulars. 
‘This probably was the result of some tel 
gram that had been sent from Shanghai 
earlier in the morning, when it became 
known that. the had yone ashore, 
‘When the Hoihow left, there were hundreds 
of boats round the Posang waiting their 
opportunity to loot the vessel.
